The power of co-opera-
tion in achieving results was shown
very forelbly last fall, when several
intricate and apparently hopeloss sit-
uations were successfully worked out
In a short time. Owing to our iIn-
sufliciency of  ocean  transportation
and to the restrictions imposed upon
commeaerce by the natlons ot war, some
Inconvenience may be  experlenced,
perhapy, in marketing our crops this
fall, but intelligent comprehension of
the problems involved and the strong
position of this country as the world's
treasury and storehousoe should make
the solutlon comparatively simple.
Through the Federal Reserve System

The prostra-
tlon of Tthe catton growling Industry
and the resulling business pdralysis
of the South, brought on by the clos-
Ing of the forelgn market in the early
overcome, During the winter and
spring the cotton moved to Europe
in a steady volume, rising so fer
above the average In some months as
eventually to bring the total sales
almost up to normal The huge crop
of 16,000,000 bales has by no:means
all been sold. yet; but there has been

no such disaster- as the pessimists
anticlpated;, 47 b .
" The new crop s etted to total

3, 600,000 bales less than last year.
The overnment's ady.ce to reduce the
cotfon.area and raise more variegated
crops hus been’ largely followed. The
acreage has been reduced from last
year's 37,406,000 to 31,635,000. The
estimated crop would be near the av-
erage for recent years, and If the for-
elgn cotton market were not chang-
ing so ominously it would presumably
bring about the average income. But

A movement s in progress for
the estublishment of a new publie
hollday to be called Amerleanization
duy, to be devoted to bringing all pro-
ple of the United States into closer
unfty and a common understanding of
Amerlcan citizenship and American
Meals and opportunities.

This movement springs, of course,
from the anxiety aroused by evidence
of forcign nationalism made eclearer
slnce the beglnning of the war, This
evidence was by no means incking
from time to tme by The Tribune,
wiidch in 1913 pointed out the reflee-
tion of nationallsm in Europe upon
Ouar own uffalrs. It was then assert-
ed that through the influence of poli-
tics and of cultural socleties young
Americans of  European parentage
were often less American than thelr
purents who came to Amerlea  for
reasons they ludd not forgot while
their children Ideallzed race ties of-
ten emphasized for political purposes.

The sympallies naturally aroused
by the FKuroean conflict may be
taken too seriously.  Nevertheless
an intelligent propasanda of robust
Americanism s to be welcomed.

I Twdependence
day is not an appropriate occasion
for teaching Ideals we do not see that
one can be made. In fact, the es-
sential effort of the Amerlcanization
movement ought to be to Insist upon
what s and has been for n century
and a quarter Amerlean and not  to
muke concessions in the way of new
holidays for those who negleet the
significance of the classic Amerlean
national celebration.

It Is our American wegkness to
think we are solving a problem by
restating it, and now because we have
led Independence dny become merely
the Fourth of July we propose to
name a different date for doing wiat
wo ought to do on the traditional
day. Certainly we need Americaniza-
tion, and the need Is not confined to
Awmericans of foreign birth .or paren-
tage. This is a good time, not 1o,
indulge in the bragzing jingolsm ot
the past, but in an honest re-studying
of our history, its mistakes as well as
its achicvements, our national ten-
dencies and ideals, thelr strength as
well as their weakness, our present
problems, and our probable future.
Our mood is serfous under the shad-
ow of the European catastrophe, but
Wwe arc consclous, too, of our goo: for-
tune and of opportunities never sur-
passed even in ou rfortunate his-
tory. Unless we, too, become engulf-
ed in the European disaster we are
passing over the threshold of a period
of new and oplendid national expan-
slon.
